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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the detailed 
description of Figs. 4 and 4 appear to contradict the brief description of drawings. The 
brief description of drawings indicates Figs. 3 and 4 as " Prior Art" whereas the detailed 
description refers to Figs. 3 and 4 as "a package according to the invention".. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 12-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Hopkins '388. 

4. Claims 12-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
the admitted prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/27/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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With regards to applicant's argument that the admitted prior art does not suggest 
a package having an engagement portion, the admitted prior clearly shows, below seal 
4, a portion of the material that "is positioned in the part of the package which intended 
for enveloping the packaged product" as claimed. 

Regarding applicant's argument that the admitted prior art that the admitted prior 
art does not suggest a seal area having a convex edge positioned closest to the 
engagement portion and directed inwardly, the admitted prior art clearly shows a seal 
area 4 having a convex edge adjacent the portion of the package that is intended for 
enveloping the packaged product. 

Furthermore, the orientation of the admitted prior art seal area 4 causes the left 
and right sides of the convex edge to be directed inwardly, thus meeting applicant's 
claim language. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Hopkins does not suggest a package 
having an engagement portion with a seal area including an inwardly directed convex 
edge, Figs. 6 and 7 of Hopkins shows, below seals 62, 63 and 74, a portion of material 
that "is positioned in the part of the package which intended for enveloping the 
packaged product" as claimed. Hopkins further shows seals 65, 66, 75 and 76 defining 
an inwardly directed convex edge.
